sular agents have it in their power | 
greatly to develop our export trade, | 
and, indeed, they have done much in | 
that way. 

I have gone into some detail in re-| 
ferring to the consular service, since 
upon it depends much of our prestige | 
with other nations. I need not dwell | 
upon the vital importance of these | 
men, as they stand for the dignity of 
the nation and are expected to main- 
tain themselves in a manner befitting | 
its dignity. 

It is with regret and humiliation that. 
I have alluded to the inadequacy of | 
their compensation, but take the Fed- 
eral judiciary and the argument ap-. 
plies with equal force. I need ci-e but | 
two or three instances with which I | 
am personally familiar. An eminent | 
jurist, for many years regarded as 
the foremost United States Circuit | 
judge west of the Alleghanies, and | 
without a superior upon the bench of | 
the United States, was at last brought 
face to face with a decision which he. 
felt his responsibilities to his family | 
compel'ed him to make. That, too, can 
be said of another distinguished law-., 
yer, who occupied the bench as Fed- | 
eral judge of the Southern District of | 
New York. 

Each of these judges received 4 sal- | 
ary far beneath his earning power as. 
a lawyer. Both of them probably 
would have chosen to remain upon the 
bench had they not discovered that they 
were constantly running behind. The 
salary of the Circuit judge, if my rec- 
ollection is correct, was $6000, andi that 
of the District judge was $4500. The 
former did resign with great regret. 
His learning and his natural bent of 
mind pre@minentiy fitted him for a 
place upon the bench, and his deci-. 
sions today stand as models of expo- 
sition of the law. 

In a single year after the Circuit | 
judge retired from the bench his earn- | 
ings as a practicing lawyer were, I 
have been told, in excess of the ag- | 
gregate salaries he received during his 
entire term as United States judge. 
The District judge. téo0, may now con- | 
template a sufficiency for his family. 
and those others who are dependent 
upon him. These are random illustra- | 
tions but to my mind they afford am- 
ple proof that the United States does 
not begin to pay its judges the salaries | 
they should receive. 

Great Britain may be regarded as 
paying excessive salaries, but Great | 
Britain always has a bench that com-. 


imands the respect and confidence of | 


the English speaking people the world | 
over and, moreover, pays these public | 
officers salaries sufficient to insure 
not only a manner of iiving that is in 
accor’ with their high office, but also | 
suitable provision for their families.

It 
is, perhaps, 
most women smoke, but that a great 
anany of them appreciate the soothing 
influence of what man has so long con- 
sidered his pet luxury, cannot be de- 
nied. Women smokers are increasing, 
and at the same time man is becoming 
more tolerant and more accustomed to 
the sight of a woman manipulating a 
cigarette. It seems as if woman means 
to smoke, in spite of the fact that the 
habit has been condemned on moral, 
aesthetic and medica! grounds. 

The chief argument against women 
vmoking is that—it is always best to 
acknowledge a self-evident fact right 
away--woimen are more prone to the 
extreme than men. When smoking is 
once acquired as a habit it is a difficult 
matter to keep it within strict and sen- 
sible limits, and what may be very 
moderate smoking for a man is dan- 
gerously near excess for a young girl. 
A man may smoke a dozen cigarettes 
in twenty-four hours without any ap- 
parent damage to his health; the girl 
who habitually disposes of six or eight

mining her constitution. One of the 
first duties of a woman is to preserve 


her health; because, in spite of all the 


assertions and indignant denials of the 
shrieking sisterhood, the chief reason 
of our very existence is to provide the 
mothers of future generations. 

I have often been told by women that 
they had started smoking more as a 
joke and that the habit had grown 
upon them until they could not imagine 
existence without their cigarette case. 
And there is no more pathetic figure 
than the heavy smoker of the gentler 
sex. Thin, anaemic, highly strung, ir- 
ritable, with cold, clammy hands and 
Stained finger tips, she is one of the 
least admirable products of the woman 
movement. 

She is either a brave woman or she 
is ignorant of the dangers she runs in 
smoking what she calis a harmless, 
nerve soothing cigarette. Those who 
argue that a woman should smoke to 
soothe her domestic worries might as 
well say that a girl should take brandy 
or opium to counteract the depressing 
effects of an unfortunate love affair. 
Smoking in that sense is drugging, the 
tobacco is to be regarded as a narcotic, 
and all narcotics are to be avoided un- 
less ordered by a doctor. 

One cause of the prevalence of dys- 
pepsia nowadays is smoking, and dys-

OUBLE KILLING 
PREYS ON SON. 


1. SHUNK TRIES TO DESTROY HIS 
LIFE WITH PISTOL. 


Attempt is Caused by Despondency 
Over His Father's Suicide After 
Having Murdered Wife—Peopie in 
Shooting Gallery Disarm Demented 
Man and Hold Him. 


I. Shunk placed a revolver to hts 

head in the Golden State shooting 
lery last evening and cried: “May 

the Lord forgive me for this.” But 
before he could pull the trigger to enc 
his life, J. T. Dickman leaped over the 
counter and knocked the gun from 
Shunk’s hand. The men in the place 
then threw Shunk to the floor and helé 
hi munti!l Patroknan H. Henderson ar- 
rived. Shunk was taken t the City 
Jail and locked up. 

The would-be suicide is the son of 
F. R. Shunk, who murdered his wife 
and killed himself June 9. Grief over 
the fate of his parents has led Shunk 
to drink heavily. 

That the suicide was premeditated 
is shown by the fact that he wrote a 
letter yesterday, in which he sald that 
he could no longer bear the disgrace

crime, and that he would take his life 
This letter he deposited with a clerk 
in a pawn shop on North Main street.

In strict 
moderation smoking is apparently 
harmless; but what is moderation? 
“Four cigarettes a day cannot possibly 
be the cause of my fi! health,” plain- 
tively asserts the martyr to palpitation 
and indigestion, but nicotine. affects 
different people in varying degrees. 
Two cigarettes a day is excess for the 
neurotic woman, w should never 
smoke at all. 

When women begin to smoke they 
like to do it thoroughly, and a visit to 
the smoking room of any of the wom- 
en's clubs is sufficient to prove to the 
observer that the dangerous habit of 
inhaling is far too common. Most peo- 
ple have a hazy glimmering of the 
fact that much smoking, especially ac- 
companied by inhaling, is a bad thing. 
The physiological effects of tobacco 
are due to an alkaloid, nicotine, which 
acts chiefly upon the heart, causing ir- 
regular action and producing the con- 
dition known as smoker's heart. The 
girl who is an habitual smoker undor- 
mines her health and unfits herself for 
work. 

A frequent complaint of the smoker 
is loss of menta) tone and inability 
to concentrate the attention. Nervous 
symptoms will be more apparent in a 
woman smoker than a man, because 
woman's nervous organization is of 
a more delicate order and more easilv 
upset. That smoking, even in modera- 
tion, is harmful to women ts very prob- 
able. There are many who assert that 
habitua! smoking has a deteriorating 
effect on the race, and if parenta of 
both sexes smoke it would follow that 
the children would be physically in- 
ferior to the children of non-smokers, 
other things being equal. 

This is mainiy a personal considera- 
tion. It is not so much what we do 
that seems to matter, but how we do 
it, and this te true of smoking as of 
everything else. To smoke In a pub- 
lic place lays a woman open to the 
criticism of strangers, and although 
a girl is not necessarily “fast” because 
she enjoys an occasional cigarette, the 
true gentlewoman avoids doing any- 
thing unconventional tn public. If a 
girl will smoke she should only do so 
among friends, In the privacy of her 
own house and, preferably, in a gather- 
ing of women and of women who 
smoke themeelves. 

There are people who consider a gir! 
peculiar if she smokes aie cigarette. 
Then why shock their susceptibilities by 
what ta, In their opinion. the brazen 
display of an unwomanly act”? Others

NCE more the liquor interests have obtained complete control 

of a Los Angeles Police Commission. Mayor McAleer's reform 

administration has capitulated to the breweries and the Royal 
Arch. 

In the face of a stringent Sunday-closing ordinance Los Angeles 
has reverted to a “wide-open town.” 

Liquor is sold every Sunday in twenty-five saloons on the main 
streets of the city in open, flagrant violation of the law. 

The Chief of Police has reported to the Police Commission thaf 
certain saloons are disreputable and disorderly, the reports have been 
received and discussed in executive session. There they have been 
squelched and the licenses have not been disturffed. 

Restaurant liquor licenses have bcen granted to saloon-keepers for 
the express and avowed purpose of enabling them to sell liquor on 
Sunday. 

A member of the Police Commission recently charged two resorts 
with violating the liquor laws. He said that he was present and wit- 
nessed the violations, and that a police officer was there at the time. 
His request that the officer be brought before the board and questioned 
resulted in a request from Mayor McAleer for the commissioner's 
resignation. The Police Board declined to investigate. 

The charge was made by a member of the commission at the last 
session of the board that two-thirds of th2 wholesale liquor licenses 
in the city are held for retail purposes; the assertion was not refuted 
and again the board~declined to investigate. 

Seventy restaurants operating under liquor licenses violate the 
liquor ordinances every day in the week with impunity. They make 
no pretense at serving meals with drinks, but police officers, acting 
under instructions, fail to interfere. 

There are now more violations, four to one, than there were dur- 
ing the halcyon days of any former regime, and the surrender of the 
Police Board to the liquor interests has been more complete.

HE UPRISING OF ISLAM. 


“As things are now, I say 4eliber- 
ately, and with a full sense of respon - 
sibility, that if Parliament does any- 
thing at this moment to weaken or de- 
stroy the authority of the Egyptian 
government, you will come face to face 
with a very serious situation; 
for should fanaticism get the bet- 
ter of constituted authority, there 
might arise the necessity fur 
extreme measures.” With these 
grave and impressive words, amidst 
the intense silence of the House of 
Commons, brought to stilled attention 
by the speaker's manner of uttering 
them, the British Foreign Secretary. 
Sir Edward Grey, last Thursday put 
an instant end to a desultory discus- 
sion that has sprung up in regard to 
recent attacks on Europeans in Egypt 
and the strong measures adopted by 
the administration to punish them. 


For these who have studied during 
the past ten years the growth of the 
spirit of Mohammedan revolt against 
Christian rule, not merely in Egypt but 
along the whole North African littoral. 
this warning has a really very serious 
significance. Sir Edward Grey is the 
least alarmist of statesmen and has 
such a sound and thorough grasp of 
foreign affairs—is moreover animated 
by such a deep sense of the imperial 
destiny of his country—that the Con- 
servatives, thoroughly beaten at the 
recent general election, solaced them- 
selves with the reflection that the guid- 
ance of the foreign relations of the 
country would pass into the hands of 
the one man among the Liberal leaders 
in whom even the opposition could 
place complete confidence. 


Furthermore, while Sir Edward Grey 
was the utterer of the words of warn- 
ing, their inspirer can only be Lord 
Cromer, the British Plenipotentiary at 
Cairo, who for long has been recog- 
nized as perhaps the greatest pro-con- 
sul England has ever sent from her 
shores, whose life work during the past 
quarter of a century has been In Egypt, 
-and whose knowledge of Mohammedans 
and of the workings of the Mohamme- 
dan mind, both from personal contact 
and through the unique sources of in- 
formation he posseses in virtue of his 
position, is quite unrivaled among 
Europeans. 

What then is happening tn north- 
western Africa so that parliamentary 
discussion is barred in England lest 
the difficulties of the situation should 
thereby be intensified?

ESPONSIBILITY OF THE INDI- 


VIDUAL. 

The fundamental idea of Ameri- 
can institutions is the sovereignty of 
the individual. The elective franchise 
placed tn the hands of every American 
of adult age endows him with a power 
of which no man can deprive him. The 
individual's intelligence, judgment, and 
conscience are the sole arbiters as to 
how he shall use this power. The word 
sovereign implies that it is supreme. 
According to this fundamental Amer- 
ican conception of government, John 
D. Rockefeller, the richest man tn the 
world, the president of Harvard Uni- 
versity or Andrew DPD. White, repre- 
senting the highest intellectual 
achievements among us; the President 
of the United States, the most exalted 
citizen in the nation, and the man who 
sweeps the streets for a dollar a day in 
any city In the United States, all stand 
upon exactly the same level as units In 
the government of the country. 

There are somewhere about sixteen 


the holy places, 


millions of sovereign voting citizens 
within the boundaries of the 
States. It is fair to assume that, tak- 
ing these as they stand, high and low. 
rich and poor, highly educated and 
plain citizens. office holders and the 
great body of citizens together, at least 
fifteen millions of these sovereign cit- 
izens desire sincerely that the govern- 
ment should be conducted in each of 
ite multitudinous branches with hon- 
esty, with efficiency, and with economy. 

In its ultimate analysis this concep- 
tion of government could not be sim- 
plified. There are no complications, no 
confusion of powers, in the scheme. 
Carried out as it tis intended to be car- 
ried out. the scheme has proved as 
thoroughly efficacious as it is irreduci- 
bly simple. Taking this great mass of 
the sovereign people as a whole, it is 
safe to state that it has honesty of 
purpese, intelligence of mind, and 
knowledge of the affairs of the govern- 
ment sufficient to result in the election 
of office holders of al! degrees of eleva- 
tion, honest, capable, and experienced 
enough to give us an administration of 
public affairs as noble and efficient tn 
all respects as our plan of government 
itself. 

And yet the results contemplated in 
this conception of the government are 
not obtained. Where we miss most 
widely the kind of government intended 
in this fundamental plan is in the se- 
lection of office holders who are incom- 
petent for their duties, partiy by rea- 
son of mental deficiency, partly by lack 
of experience, partly by lack of abso- 
lute honesty. Instead of the office seek- 
ing and securing the best available 
man to perform its duties, the prac- 
tical result of our system is too much 
the obtaining of office by self-seeking 
politicians who care nothing for the 
public good as compared with their 
own intense earnestness for the emol- 
uments of office that fall to themselves.

Apart altogether from re- 
ligious zeal, the upper classes in Egypt, 
Turks and Arabs, would risk much to 
regain control of the government. Brit-

When will we realize that the lasting 
success of our business enterprises, the 
continued prosperity of our industrial 
affaire are in the end inseparably 
bound up with the intelligent, efficient, 
and honest administration of the gov- 
ernment? Our enormous resources, the 
wonderful natura! riches of our coun- 
try, may carry us along in this hap- 
hazard way with pretty satisfactory 
results for a time. But unless we sé¢- 
cure wise, efficient, conscientious, hon- 
est administration of our public con- 
cerns, we shall find that our devotion 
to business has been in vain; we shall 
see our enormous material prosperity 
come suddenly to an end: and we shall 
find our private’ businesses, along with 
public affairs, landed in the end In ruin. 


ROUTY ON RAILROAD REGULA- 
TION. 

In the American Review of Re- 
views for July is published an article 
by Charles A. Prouty, a member of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, dis- 
cussing the salient points In which the 
new rate bill amends the law as it 
stood before, and what may be hoped 
from the practical operation of the law 
just enacted. As a member of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, Mr. 
Prouty'’s opinion is of value, for he is 
thoroughly familiar with the subject. 

“The glaring defect in the old law 
was the utter inability to produce 
prompt or definite results,” says Mr. 
Prouty. “The commission was vested 
with the amplest power to Investigate. 
It could advise the railway to adopt a 
certain rate or practice. It could only 
direct the rallway to cease and desist 
from its present rate or practice.. If its 
order was not complied with it might 
begin sult in the Circuit Court to en- 
force it.”

The President and 
his supporters in Congress confidently 
believe that it does. Upon the decis- 
ion of this question depends, in a large 
degree, the effectiveness of the meas- 
a if the courts should finally de- 
cide that the rate-making power Is not 


actually conferred upon the commis- 
sion, much improvement, in Mr. 
| Prouty’s opinion, has nevertheless been 
‘effected. For, under the old law, the 
commission could only require the car- 
rier to cease and desist, while under 
| the new act it may make a definite or- 
| der respecting the rate or the practice. 
Formerly the order of the commission

- JUNE’S FAREWELL. 


The daisies loosely fall.

traversed before a satisfactory conclu- 
sion will have been reached. The oe 
law apparently affords as muc 
ground for litigation as the old law, 
but perhaps the road has been made a 
little shorter. It forces the carrier to 
go into court as plaintiff instead of as 
defendant, in case of litigation, but in 
doing this it takes from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission a certain power 
of aggressive action in forcing an is- 
sue after litigation has been begun. 
One excellent feature of the new rate 
bill is that conferring upon the com- 
mission the power to fx a maximum, 
above which the railroads may not 
make a rate. There is some doubt 
whether the courts will sustain this 
power, but if it be sustained it will 
prove, as Mr. Prouty declares, a val- 
uable protection against the imposition 
of excessive rates. Another feature 
which will commend itself to the pub- 
lic in general fs that the penalty of 
imprisonment ts established for cer- 
tain offences which have _ heretofore 
beer practically punishable only by 
fine. “The importance of this,” says 
Mr. Prouty, “can hardly be overesti- 
mated. So long as the penalty was 
merely the payment of money, which 
was in fact paid by the railroad com- 
pany Whether it or its agent happened 
to be the one convicted, the granting 
of a rebate was simply a business spec- 
ulation. When the one authorizing 
that payment may atone for it by a 
year in jail, the matter assumes a dif- 
ferent aspect. The presence of this 
provision in the original law produced 
no effect because it came to be under- 
stood that there was no prospect of 
conviction. Today it is otherwise; and 
to that end another provision of the 
bill powerfully contributes.” The pro- 
vision here referred to Is that giving 
the commission power to prescribe the 
form in which all the accounts of the 
raflway shall be kept, and providing 
that every failure to make a proper en- 
try, and every making of a false entry 
may be punished by imprisonment. 
Replying to the question, “What will 
the new law accomplish?’ Mr. Prouty 
declares that “no sudden nor startling 
result of any sort will follow; that con- 
siderable time will be required to put 
many of its provisions into effect— 
notably those of the twentieth section 


with respect to the keeping of ac- 
counts: that the benefits of the act will 
| consist more tn what it prevents than 
in what it corrects. He believes that, 
whereas for the last few years rallway 
rates have been advancing, from now

As Mr. Prouty 
well says, “the bill is more significant 
in its passage than in its provisions,” 
and while the President “deserves the 
entire credit for initiating the move- 
ment, he would have been powerless 
but for the people's support. The en- 
actment of the rate bill is the people's 
deciaration that railways must submit 
to governmental control, and that cer- 
tain abuses must stop. If the rallways 
recognize this—if they codperate, as. 
there is every reason to believe they 
will, to obtain a compliance with the 
spirit of this law—conditions will be 
fairly satisfactory: - otherwise, there 
will be renewed agitation, followed by 
more drastic legislation.”

Had not Patrolman Home foueht the 
flame< as he did, it is probable that »v 
the time other etreams were turned 
on, the fire would have eatned such 
a foothold tn the building that it 
would have been almost, if not entire- 
ly destroved.

Frank Bieei, aleo a guest at the hotel, 
who rushed to .-the nesistance of the 
helpless: and carried her threngch 
the somke-filled corridors to a place 
of safety tn the street below. 

SOME OF THE LOSSES. 

Mrs. J. W. Lytton ran the %t. Fran- 
cis Hotel, the entrance to which Is at 
No. 814% East Fifth street. There are 
forty-four rooms in the place, and 
Mra. Lytton valued her furniture, etc., 
at $4000. She estimates the damage 
to her property at $3000, the greater 
part of the loss heing caused by water. 
She is fully protected by Insurance. 

In the storeroom under the 8t. 
Francis, No. 818 East Fifth street. J. D. 
Bailey conducted the East Fifth Street 
Department Store. He valued his 
stock at 87500, and estimates his loss 
at $800, fully covered. by Insurance. 
In the two other storernoms under the 
hotel Mat Taaffee conducted a bar- 
ber shop and restaurant. The restau- 
rant was located at No. 816 and the 
burber shop at No. 814 East Fifth 


street. Water caused $300 damage in 
the barber shop and $250 damage to the 
fixtures, etc., In the restaurant. 


John W. Nickerson was the owner 
of the building on the corner of Fifth 
street and Gladys avenue, and also 
of the building tn which the restaurant 
was located, where the fire originated. 
The building on the corner was an 
old structure, valued at $3000. The es- 
timated damage to this building is 
$1300, fully covered by insurance. The 
first floor was occupied by B. A. Hop- 
kins with a general furnishing goods, 
shoe and notions store. He valued his 
stock at $1500 and estimates his loss at 
$500, fully covered by insurance. 

Above this store the Index lodging- 
house is located. A. Morgan  Elis- 
worth is the proprietor. He values his 
furniture, etc., at $700, and estimates 
his loss at $200, with no Insurance. Just 
south of Hopkins'’s store E. D. Me- 
Ardie runs a little shoe shop. He was 
burned out, but saved all his tools, 
etc.. and lost only his watch, which 
was lying on a bench. Next to this 
shoe shop, on Gladys avenue, Robert 
Forbes conducts q barber shop. He 
also was able to save’ his furniture 
and fixtures. 

The restaurant where the fire orig- 
inated was completely destroyed. 
Haack estimates his loss at $200, fully 
covered by insurafice. A cottage at 
No. 313 Gladys avenue, owned by 
Thomas Dudy and occupled Dy. Mra, 
J. J. Cannon, was damaged to the ex- 
tent of $300. fully covered by Insurance.

These biack- 
eméd trunks stand as solitary sent!- 
mels at intervals through the bed of 
the stream. 

The reconstructed trafl ie far su 
rior to the old path, however. « a 
“green” horse, wholly unaccustomed to 
mountain travel. could make the trip 
without difficulty. From Lovers Lane 
to Switsers Camp there is scarcely «a 
stretch of the trall that is not shaded 
by overhanging bows and for a con- 
siderable part of the distance the nar- 
row roadway passes through bowers of 
overhanging shrubbery” The yucca 
Plant, or Mexican dagger. is found in 
profusion alon® the rugged sides of 
the Arroyo Seco, as ere other western 
flowering piants. 

The cabins of the United States for- 
est rangers are the only winter habi- 
tations to be found in the upper end of 
the Arroyo Seco, but during the sum- 
mer months campers take advantage 
of the beautiful location. and pure 
mountain water, and pitch their tents 
under the shade of the verdant trees. 
Being tn the government reserve no 
restrictions are placed on the camper. 
So long as they are pareful with their 
Gres, and do not rlolate the regulations 


fm regard to the discharge of firearms 

During the open season hunters are 
filowed te shoot within the confines of 
the reserve, providing that they take 
the trouble to secure a permit from 
the Federal authorities.

THUMB-PRINT TEST FOR CRIM- 
INALS IS SUCCESSFUL. 


Method of Identification First Used 
in China Is Gaining Vogue in 
Gotham, and Elsewhere—Declared 
Much More Effective Than System 
of Bertillon, and Less Expensive. 


Much interest has been aroused in 
police circles by the identification of 
Daniel Nolan, or Henry Johnson, or 
James Jones, a well-known’ English 
“erook,” by the detectives of Scotland 
Yard, London, from a print of one of 
his thumbs taken here by Detective- 
Sergeant Faurot of the Bertilion bu- 
reau and malled across the Atlantic 
without any other particulars. Nolan 
robbed the Waldorf-Astoria and has 
been sentenced to seven years. 

While in various Buropean cities the 
method of identifying criminais by 
their finger prints has ben known and 
practiced for years, on this side of the 
ocean the art is in its infancy, the case 
mentioned being the first actual prac- 
tical application.

The next two fingers may 
have rotary lines and are merely 
classed as R, the next two may not 
have many lines at all t will count, 
so are marked O, while perhaps the 
last is unmatched, a point being al- 
lowed to one and nothing to the other. 

It is tmpossible for a man to have 
more than thirty-two counts, sixteen 
for each finger, so that in classification 
there need not be more than thirty-two 
piger holes or compartments, and when 
a collection gets too big for ay 
two divisions, subdivisions may 
made by the use of the ranks of the 
other pairs. While the system sounds 
rather complicated, ft is in reality 
much less so than the Bertillon method 
and takes up much less space, besi 
being easier to get at. In View of the 
success with which the ..sc« trial has 
met, it is likely that Inspector Me- 
Laughlin will decide to adopt it in the 
near future, at least as an addition 
to the present Bertifion bureau, if not 
ag a substitute.

FRUIT SHOULD BE RIPE. 

Assuming that the business of vend- 
ing drinks does increase, it becomes 
important to know just what is re- 
quired tn a fruit to make it acceptable 
for that purpose. First, the fruit 
should be perfectly ripe. The full 


flavor should be there and that is 
never present in green, or partly 
ripened fruit. The juice is of little 
value for this purpose unless it is 


ripened. There ought to be a thorough 
understanding of this. Some drink 
vendors are buying small or partially 
ripened fruit. The result is a puckery 
/and frequently practically unpalatable 
drink. Such matters should be better 
understood and precautions should be 
taken to guard against the recurrence 
/of any such objections as are raised 
against many of the estands where 
these drinks are sold. 

It would be well, too, for some one 
who understands the matter thor- 
oughly to invent some new drinks 
which can be used freely and which | 
‘are made from oranges. It {s good 
policy to increase the sale of oranges, 
for whatever purpose, as much as 
_possibie, and here is a use which can 
be made universal. 

NAVEL VARIETY I8 BEST.

ABOLISH CLOSED SHOP. 
The labor unions place an undue 
importance on the closed shop idea. 
| Organization, both of labor 
capital, is the trend of the times. 
Organizations of labor have unques- 
tionably accomplished much for the 
workingmen. Indeed, they have done 
so well, the benefit of collective bar- 
gaining for the one product which la 
bor has to. sell are so apparent, that 
the unions naturally attract to their 
membership a-large percentage of the 
labor, particularily of the skilled class 
i—if the unions would accept them. 
But with the good, evil tendencies 


have become manifested. These have 
‘principally grown from an unwise 
larb’trary use of the great power of 


organization. And the worst of these 
is the closed shop. 

The closed shop means the closure 
of opportunity. Its principle, if jt 
accomplishes anything, is identical 
with that of the trusts—to create an 
artificial searcity of labor, that wages 
‘may be higher for those that work. 
‘It is evident and palpable selfishness, 
and worse than the commercial trust,

When it is remembered that San Pe- 
Gro is the Pacific Coast port that will 
not only serve as the natural outlet 
for the oversea commerce of Southern 
California, South Nevada, Utah, Colo- 
rado, Arizona and New Mexico, but 
is also on the shortest line of trace 
for the great manufacturing cities of 
the Middle West and the cotton fields 
of the South, it will be realized that 
here, is a place of commercial 
destinies to which no limit can be 
placed. 


It was with a farseeing eye to the 
future, as well as to meet immediate 
requirements by providing a safe har- 
bor of refuge, that Congress appor- 
tioned $3,000,000 for the construction of 
a breakwater at San Pedro. For five 
years the work has been progressing, 
and a very few months now will see 
the outer works completed. When this 
is done, there will be over 600 acres of 
protected anchorage in water from 
five to twelve fathoms deep, leaving 
ample space for docking along two 
miles of water front. The inner har- 
bor at the present time comprises 
nearly three miles of wharf front, and 
the final plans of the government pro- 
vide for this being increased

t enginee works, and in study- 
ng what is really only the first begin- 
nings of a vast enterprise that will 
eventually give to Los Angeles one of 
the finest and most commodious pro- 
tected harbors in the world. 

San Pedro even now ig an extreme'y 
busy seaport. Often a score of vessels 
laden with lumber are lined along its 
wharves, while not a day passes but 
others show up in the offing. There is 
also a big fishing industry here, and, 
in addition to the supplies of fresh 
fish, large quantities are packed and 
canned, San Pedro sardines especially 
being well known throughout the mar- 
kets of the world as a delicacy of rare 
merit, San Pedro lobsters and clams 
being In demand all over the West, and 
San Pedro abalones forming a spe- 


claity that goes exclusively and in 
large quantities to China and Japan. 

Another important industry located 
at San Pedro is that of boat buliding, 
highly finished racing and cruising 
yachts and launches being put into the 
water, and fully equipped from kee! 
to truck by the several establishments 
engaged in the industry.

GEM OF THE OCEAN AND PARA- 
DISE OF FISHERMEN. 


Where the Mighty ¥eflowtai!, Game 
Biack Bass, and Moenster Jewfish 
Afford Sport With Red and Reel. 
Viewing the Marine Gardens in the 
Ocean Depths. 


Many of us, In our early days, have 
¢reamed of the idea of being the own- 
ers of an isiand In the Pacific. There 
is an island in the Pacific Ocean, about 
twenty-three miles of Los Angeles 
county, an island of 566,000 acres in 
area—not a mean kind of a ranch—and 
it is owned by a well-known ploneer 
family of Los Angeles county. It ts 
not, however, a wild, uncivilized and 
to the world unknown spot, like that 
which sheltered Robinson Crusoe. At 
Avaion, on Catalina Island, there ts a 
fine down-to-date, modern hotel, wtth 
one of the best selected and best cooked 
menus on the Coast. A number of 
smaller hotels lodging.-houses and 
stores of every description, a church, 
public school, a postoffice that docs 
a big business. and a wireless telegraph 
station—one of the first in America to 
be installed for commercial purposes. 
There is also daily steam communica- 


tion with the matniand, by commodious 
vessels, so that you may be tn the din- 
ing-room of the Metropole within three 


; 


hours after you leave your home in Los 
Angeles. 


The chief charm of Catalina, to a ma- 
pony, of people, is doubtless the fish- 
ng. There are yellowtail, ranging from 
15 to 8 pounds, in weight, and biack 
bass, or “Jewfish,” that sometimes tip 
the scale at 400 pounds, or more. But 
the chief of the finny tribe, in Cata- 
lina waters, is the tuna, which attracts 
fishermen from all parts of the world. 
This game fish is fully worthy to rank 
with the tarpon of Florida. it attains 
a length of five feet, or more, and a 
weight of a hundred pounds and up- 
ward. There is a tuna club tin Avalon, 
which gives annual prizes to those who 
catch the biggest fish, the first fish and 
so forth. All these monsters of the 
deep are caught with rod and reel. a 
feat that tn former years would have 
been regarded as impossible. 

For those who do not find any en- 
joyment in pulling bie fish out of the 
water, there are many attractions on 
the mainiand, on this picturesque 
mountainous isiand. There are moun- 
tain trails, that lead through brush- 
covered slopes, affording at every, few 
hundred paces a new and wonderfully 
beautiful view. There are two high

There is goat 
hunting. and just back of Avalon is 
one of the most picturesque if links 
In the United States. Near the wharf 
is an aquarium, where may be seen @ 
number of the marvelous and beaut!i- 
ful ocean dwellers, with which the 
waters eround Catalina abound.

These lemurs—the last of a great 
race—have retreated to this island. 
where today they live their lives at 
night and dream out the steaming, 
tropical days. Thus have their race 
Gone, night afetr night, year afte- 
year, century after century; for we 
know that over 3,000,000 of years agv 
end in this very country of ours there 
lived lemurs whose great bony orbits. 
long turned to stone, tell of the nikht 
life as certainly as it we could sae 
those very creatures of old In the cage 
before us. 

Now and then we see a lemur stop 
for a moment and search some crevice 
with his finger. Some such habit as 
this must have existed ages ago in the 
ancestors of one of the most curious of 
these island ghosts—the aye-aye, so 
named from its weird, two-syllabele4 
cry. The food of this lemur consists 
of large grubs which bore deeply into 
the. wood of trees and nature has pro- 
vided it with ample means for satis- 
fying its hunger.

How Coral Creatures Eat 


N FAR worse plight than the old 
woman who ‘had so many children 
she didn't know what to do” is the 

caretaker of little coral creatures, who 
have so many mouthe that it is simply 
Impossible to feed them al! 

This is the case of Custod,an Spencer. 
at the Aquarium, in Battery Park 
There was a time when he tried to give 
them a meaj a day, by spearing minute 


, particles of food with the point of a 


slender stick and offering one of these 
to every mouth or two of the masse of 
tenacied openings that make up the 
surface of the coral rock. But this was 
speedily found to be too taborious an af- 
fair, and now they are fed three times 
a week with minute bits of shredded 
clam, or sometimes oysters strewn 
through the water near them. 

The tiny, filmy tentacies, something 
like an eighth of an inch tong, reach out 
for these; and when one gets a dinner 
and his next-door neighbor does not 
(though the dinner- grabber gobbles 
down his bit of clam without any ap- 
parent regard for his hungry brother), 
he nevertheless has a mysterious way 
of imparting nourishment to him efter- 
ward: and itt so happens that if a half or 
even a third of the tiny creatures get a 
meal the rest of them never go hungry.

Bird song is usually a trilling of love lays, 
and is, therefore, heard at its best during the muat- 
ing season. 

During the warmer days of midsummer it is 
not heard so often, and then the vio!inists and fid- 
diers take up the chorus in tree, ficld and meadow. 

It is entirely correct to call these little mem- 
bers of nature's great orchestra instrumentalists. 
Not one of them is provided with vocal organs; 
they make no sounds with their throats or mouths. 

This is true of the short-horn locusts, the real 
violinists of the insect world. They make their 


music by rubbing one of the hindlegs, like the. 


movement of a bow over violin strings, across the 
stiff edge of the wing cover. 

Classed among destructive insects, . however, 
this species of locusts is not popular. Generally, 
they. are known as “short-horn” grasshoppers, and 
memories of their visitations are not pleasant in 
the Western States. 

Throughout Nebraska, Kansas, Colorado, 
Missouri and clsewhere, in the tamous raid of 
1874-% they damayed crops to the extent of near- 
ly a quarter of a million dallars.

PRACTICAL ETHICS. 
PROFESSIONAL IDEALS: THE EDITOR. 


N coming to the final vocation treated in this series 
[ «: professional ideals, we find a culmination of the 

elements all other callings implicit in the duties of 
the editorial profession. The editor is one who writes, 
publishes or corrects and supervises what is written; 
one who gives to or places before the public an epitome 
of the best that is said and done in the world from day 
to day, from week to week or month to month, thus 
functioning at once in the capacity of the teacher, the 
preacher, the judicial’ head, and psychical as well as 
physical adviser; for the task of the ideal editor is to 
interpret and to expound the truth in its manifold as- 
pects, social, moral, political, scientific, artistic and 
practical; to set forth ideas and principles for right 
popular guidance; ever bent on revealing the web of 
life woven on the agelees !oom of Time by the ever 
more swiftly-flying shuttles of human activity. 

Thus it is his part to create an increasingly whole- 
some and intelligent public opinion, while affording the 
masses an opportunity to be touched, and the public 
conscience a chance to be quickened by the potent ap- 
peal and powerful ethical and intellectual stimulus that 
must needs proceed from a high order of public medium 
of expression—from the newspaper or magazine charac- 
terized by the desire for cleanliness and the spirit of 
fairness no less than by a wide range of subject matter, 
of depth, breadth and strength; excelling in freshness 
and vigor, proving an undeniable force to uplift and en- 
courage on to better things wavering and despondent 
humanity; becoming an ever more certain agency for 
world-betterment through the cultivation of & 
journalism and a more sweet,and sound literary tone. 

The pulpit, the platform and the “press, when occu- 
piled by exponents of the higher life, by all who have 
learned to look above and beyond the dead level of 
commonality, who have struck a_ stratum of life 
streaked with gold and silver veins of illuminated spir- 
itual experience—all these are one in purpose. In fact, 
the final end of every noble profession is some form of 
amelioration of man’s condition, the pursuit of some 
practice for the bestowal of certain benefits upon indi- 
viduals or the race. 

However closely analogous the lines of endeavor be- 


tween the editorial and other professions, the efforts of - 


neither the minister, the physician, the lawyer or the 
teacher are as far-reaching in their influence today as 
the output for good or evil under the direction and Gon- 
trol of a great editorial chief. Vast is-his ressbpnsibil- 
ity, vaster stil] his opportunity; mighty his power for 
social, political and economic achievement, for the work 
of moral and physical] correction and spiritual tedemp- 
tiony when the policy of bis organ does not conflict with 
the broadly-waving banner of righteousness and benefi- 
cence. When the fortress of the editor is safeguarded 
and the colors to which he has vowed allegiance are 
protected and defended bv a falthful, conscientious and 
earefully-trained force of assistants. then what the cap- 
tain is at the helm of a full-manned vessel, the general 
at the head of his army—that the editor-in-chief be- 
comes in his sanctum sanctorium. It is he who must 
bravely front the charges of battle, avoiding unneces- 
sary conflicts, still ready to enter into the thick of the 
fight for a noble cause, or in loyal defense of the serious 
interests entrusted to him. He must, moreover, be capa- 
ble of adequately disposing of intellectual pirates, of low 
adventurers and bold extortionists, while himself re- 


| maining:incorruptible amid luring temptations. 


The ideal editor? Oh, he must be a colossal, compos- 
ite man, a stranger to no tongue, ancient or ‘modern, - 
and one to whom no man of whatever age, rate, clime 
or color, is a stranger; one whose mobility of character 
and elasticity of temperament expands or contracts as 
occasion demands, without deflecting in the least from 
the law of perfect harmony. He must know how to 
smile encouragement from disapproval, or at an in- 
stant’s notice, bow deferentially and attend with utmost 
courtesy to wearisome stories of stupid patrons, or listen 
to the fantastic schemes of radical reformers and, with 
apparent seriousness and ostensible amiability, nod ac- 
quiescence to the wild-eyed revolutionist upon whom, 
he inwardly vows to keep a careful watch lest the fire- 
brand agitator commit. serious public mischief. The 
ideal editor of the popular press must be the qutntes- 
cence of tact; an adroit strategist, a sagacious chief ex- 
ecutive, keenly critical, ably judicial, broad, generous, 
sympathetic, hospitable, aye. charitable, magnanimous, 
ready to forgive and to forget, patient and long-suffer- 
ing when subjected to the competitive lash of adverse, 
criticism, bearing calumny rather with quiet dignity 
than stooping to low and)vulgar forms of retaliation. 

The ideal editor must endowed with indomitable 
courage of his convictions, capable of decisive and reso- 
lute action; herculean strength of body and soul must 
be his, to bear the burdens imposed upon him. and to 
resist the temptations beckoning him to deviate from 
the high course of conduct to a worthy beneficiary. 
whose office demands the utmost wisdom and discretion 
in the use of power for affecting the wil! of the Amer!i- 
can people. It is his high duty and sacred privilege to 
manipulate the means of changing the tide of popular 
sentiment; to move the popular heart and awaken the 
public mind to the needs of the day—to the spirit of the 
times. And to do this adequately, judiciously—the 
requisite taste, discrimination and judgment almost par- 
take of omniscience. No statesman has a prouder task 
or finer opportunity: no professional worker in any field 
has greater power and incentive for rov¥al social service 
than an able, conscientious and truly humane editor. 

Let, then, the editor of editars, the journalistic chef 
supplying the food for the multitude, see to it that the 
diet furnished his constituency will properly nourish, 
and that under it the public health will flourish and the 
moral and intellectual fiber of the people wax strong.

He had built his road 
from St. Paul to Puget Sound, and started the trains. 
After a short time he found that his cars were well filled 
going from east to west, but they were returning half 
empty. He also found that it cost him just $125 to carry 
a car from Seattle to St. Paul, and the way seemed clear 
toward a large losing business. Then Mr. Hill went 
over the road and looked out for freight. He cast his 
eyes into the woods of this great Northwest and saw 
something like 400,000,000,000 feet of the world's best 
timber ready for cutting. 
but as Hill looked through the woods he also saw trains 
flying toward the East carrying it to the markets. 

He began to figure. The other trans-Pacific railways 
were charging about a cent a pound for that sort of 
freight. Hill calculated that he could carry it for half 
a cent and less, and he gave that rate to the lumbermen. 
The result was a big traffic. The Washington cedars and 
firs began to build the houses of the Mississippi Valley 
and shingles by the billion to travel over the Rockies to- 
ward the Atlantic. The forests rose enormously in value 
and lumber jumped from almost nothing to $12 or $15 per 
thousand.

It furnishes the wool from which is woven the 
far-famed Navajo blanket, for which Mrs. Navajo is 
noted throughout the country. 

Part of the flock is marketed, but alas!—the scriptural 
injunction to “separate the sheep from the goats” is not 
always followed, and a well-grown kid often masquer- 
ades as “spring lamb.”

Little pappoose is no more trouble to his mother than 
are little kittens, or che puppies that are his constant 
companions. He is wrapped in soft rags and strapped 
to.a board with wide buckskin thongs. A hoop covered 
with cloth, and generally trimmed with feathers, shelters 
his head, and in this snug baby carriage he travels safely 
on his mother’s broad shoulders until he is able to walk. 
Then, clad in a single scanty garment (which is always 
blown back by the wind, revealing his sturdy, brown 
limbs), he is turned loose to scamper as he pleases over 
his broad playground, and grow brown and strong in 
the warm sun and pure alr. 

No woman's clubs or high teas complicate Mrs. Nav- 
ajo's life. She is little given to the folbles and follies 
of fashion—but she can surpass the most ultra-fashion- 
able in enjoyment of a cigarette. 

When a desire for shopping stirs her feminine soul, 
she takes a pile of her beautiful blankets to the nearest 
one of the numerous trading posts that are scattered 
over the reservation. In selling these and buying the 
gay calicoes that she loves sie is as keen a bargain 
hunter as any pale-face sister, and seldom can any wun- 
scrupulous trader get the best of her. : 

Her principal socia] diversion is the occasional excite- 
ment of a “sing’’—a ceremonial conducted by the “med)- 
cine man” for the cure of the sick. 

Mrs. Navajo humbles herself to no haughty Madame 
Modiste, but fashions her short skirt and loose sack her- 
self, after an invariable style, peculiarly her own. Any 
shortcomings of costume are concealed by her blanket, 
which often, like charity, covers a multflude of sins— 
principally those of omission. ‘ 

For ornament, she has strings of coral and beautiful 
silver beads, with queer pendants of silver; rings and 
bracelets set with turquoise; glittering silver belts all 
hammered out of Mexican dollars by the Navajo silver- 
smiths, who are wonderfully skillful with their primi- 
tive forge and crude implements. 

There may be lack of room in her hogan, but never 
lack of hospitality. She will spread down her best 
blanket with a gracious smile for a chance guest, share 
her last bean and cup of coffee, and any traveler is wel- 
come to make his bed beside her fire.

on Catalina is scant, and there is a scarcity of 
water. In some way the conditions are exactly adapted 
to the wants of the holly, and if there is any rain at 
all, it produces well, although, of course, there is a 
great difference between dry and wet years. 

. . Over the rocks of the volcanic layer beneath 
your feet you climb away, ascending cascaded falls and 
suffering many a bruise, for the light has been gradually 
growing dimmer as the hills inclosed, and you lift your 
head in wonder and look up to see if it can have clouded 


over. Instead, you behold a roof of thickly over-arch- 
ing boughs which cross and interlace—no other than 
the out-thrust arms of the “white oaks,” which you see 
standing a-kimbo, massed upon the uplifted walls of the 
little arroyo. 

These oaks, found nowhere else but on Gaudalupe Isl- 
and (off the coast of Lower California,) are one to two 
feet in diameter ahd from twenty-five to fifty feet high, 
while their cracked bark is two to three inches thick 
and their leaves are as dark a green and as glistening as 
real holly leaves, and are also beset with spines. 


Acorns are lying among al] the fallen leaves, and even 
in the tiny streamlet which trickles away, not knowing 
through what rare shade it flows. 

These cups are lined with a fulvous tomentum, which 
is rich and velvety to the touch. The acorns are some- 
times more than an inch long, and the tup one-half 
inch deep.

The path at length becomes wider, at the entrance of 
an arroyo, on either side, and here you come upon a 
real “flat.” gay as an emerald and lighted on each side 
by the bloom of the “lilac”—that rare tree which is no 
“Iiac” at all, but a species of Buckthorn, and found 
nowhere else in the whole world. ? 

In its sudden rush of beauty it always gives a certain 
startiing impression, like the head and antlers of a 
deer seen round a mountain's rim, radiant and gentle. 

The “Ilac” carries its blossoms in pyramidal clusters, 
in blue of an ethereal shade: the color like nothing so 
much as that of the smoke which curls from a root-fire 
on a damp day; and if that smoke should be turned into 
matter, the ephemeral flowers of the lilac were its form. 

It is only because winter days have a short 
number of hours that you can turn away, but you find 
yourself taking many a backward look at the quivering, 
uplifted bloom “unhistoried as smokes that rise”—while 
its fragrance goes onward with you. 

Yet before the emerald of the Fiat has been left be- 
hind, you pause like a pilgrim at a wayside shrine; for 
you see under your very feet the sunny petals of the 
“Sweet Sophia,” that rare shrub which bears a nearer 
relation to the buttercups than to any other family of 
plants; the extreme purity of the golden heart. which 
bears no alloy. and the white circle of its leaves, are

it is only when the dense undergrowth draws 
aside at your right hand that you glance up as in a 
dream, to behold a select company of trees just above 
your head with far-reaching hands and taper fingers, 
while upon the long and shredded bark the sea wind 
comes and plays. 

You know you are gazing uopn that peculiarly insular 
genus which Mr. Lyong discovered on this island many 
long years ago. It is called commonly “Lyons's Tree,” 
and bears his name, botanically, as a genus unknown 
to the world before. 

A near relative is found on San Clemente Island, as 


well as upon the islands of Santa Cruz and Santa Rosa, 


Although it was found here many long years ago. it 
is only in the last year it was given specific rank, but 
this recognition came from both Prof. Sargent of Har- 
vard and the curator of California Academy of Science, 
San Francisco. 

It had been supposed to be a form of the mainland 
cherry heretofore. 

This is the same tree which is found in Grand Cafion 
of San Clemente Island, and there attains the remark- 
able size of three feet in diameter, with a spread of 
limbs for fifty feet and over thirty feet high, while 
the pulp on the very large stones is a quarter of an inch 
in thickness, and, when ripe, deliciously palatable. 


Prof., Sargent’s attention was called to many speci- 
mens of fruit and bark and blossom of this cherry, as 
well as by pMotographs of the living trees: and the 
curator of the California Academy of: Sciences, under 
the same inspiriting, came to the conclusion that this 
cherry was no less than a species unknown to the world 
why wh and entirely distinct from the mainland cherry 
wkh which it had been erroneously confounded. 

oung trees are now being cultivated in the Govern- 
ment Experimenta] Gardens at Santa Ana, where it is 
expected the size of the pits will be reduced and the 
pulp increased, thus giving to all California a cherry 
which will thrive in lowland regions, and by the sea 
as weil. 

You may wander many a day, and each day take a 
new trail, and yet never get beyond the range of the 
cherry, because these trees grow everywhere save on 
the uttermost ruins of the old lava flows, where no green 
thing can live. Wherever there is a “fairest spot,” or 
even a small amount of alluvial deposit, their graceful 
heads are seen to sway. 

It is true they do not like scant soil nor arid ex- 
posures where the prevailing west-nor'west winds are 
ever stalking. 

It is because of these barren ridges that the general 
eee prevails that “there are no trees on Cata- 
lina.” 

Within a radius of a mile from Avalon there are tall 
cottonwoods and fine groves of cherries which lend both 
shelter and shade, not alone for creatures of the flock 
and herd, but to human beings who are so fortunate as 
to find their haunts. 

Here and there a brilliant orange-hued lichen is set 
like a star on their rough bark, while many a trunk 
shines like silver in the pale light—due alsogto the 
wizard’s touch of the lichen. P 

And though you pass once again under the over- 
arching oaks and out into the realm of the cherry trees, 
it is but the third passing under the oaks which liberates 
you toward the heights—like a fairy’s wand which was 
three times held over your head. 

Already you find the sun is throwing violets and 
roses over the ocean, while a white mist is taking a 
trail alongshore which no human eye can see. 

Up on the arid lifts, where the old trail winds away, 
you happen upon that miracle of gold—a tree poppy, 
glowing in the twilight with all its heart a-tremble un- 
der the touch of the sea breeze, and its yellow petals 
strewn careless-wise upon the ground as though you 
were treading where an alchemist had wrought. 

You think, as you take teh homeward trail 
in the light of the stars, when the coming of the ancient 
Night has set all the winds of Heaven astir, how an- 
other day you will cross the island and look once more 
upon that other strange tree which Prof. Sargent has 
pronounced the “most beautiful and the most distinct 
of all its species,” and for whose actual existence no 
one attempts to account, For it lies in under the fear- 
some breaks and awful slides of the South Coast re. 
gion, where both ruin and earthquake have passed over 
the cooled lava beds, and in whose footsteps there has 
been no place left for man to inhabit. 

In science this tree has received the name of its dis- 
coverer, and ig now generally known as the Trask 
tree; while the wild little arroyo which leaps head-first 
Into the sea and yet shelters these trees in its broken 
heart was named Arroyo Trask. “Although,” as the 
donor was heard to say, when giving the name, “That's 
its name—how should it be anything else? Although 
nobody will ever see it!” for 

“The days will grow to weeks, the weeks to months, 

The months will add themselves and make the years, 

The years will roll into the centuries,” 
and the last of these trees living out their time wil! 
fall into decay along that crumbling edge, and the 
memories which they bear of that history-lost world 
will have passed into oblivion.

M with my letters from Paraguay to the western 
frontier of Argentina, and over a month or more 
of time, I am actuated by a realization of the fact that, 
interesting as my Paraguayan experiences have been | 
from a persona] standpoint, balanced in the scale of pub- | 
lic interest they weigh but lightly and are by no means | 
entitled to crowd out matter in connection with the was 
of the new transcontinental route across South America 
to which I intend to devote my attention next. Para- 
guay, lovely, fruitful, fascinating, everything but fortu- | 
nate, I hope to take up at another time; for the present 
expediency compels me to follow the precedent set by 
Dame Fortune and Modern Progress and give her the 
go-by. 
South America has never been crossed by a railroad, 
though the line—or rather lines—by which I am now 
traveling await but the completion of a tunnel near the 
summit of the Andes to effect that consummation. At 
present the transcontinental journey involves the trav- 
eling by three separate railway lines in Argentina and 
two in Chile, to say nothing of the coach or mule jour- 
ney over the 13,000-foot cumbre or summit. Four 
changes—five if the coach road is blocked with snow and 
recourse has to be had to mules—are involved in the 
journey, in spite of which, and the fact that the distance 
covered is nearly 1009 miles, the running time from 
Buenos Aires to Valparaiso—from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific—is but forty hours. I must add, however, that 
forty hours is only the schedule time and that it has 
probably not been maintained a dozen times since the 
inauguration of the through service a year or two ago. 
Sixty hours in transit is the usual time, though, as often 
happens, if one or another of the Transandine narrow- 
gauges arrives at its terminus too late to make it safe 
for the passengers to pass the summit in daylight, sev- 
enty-two hours are consumed. The completion of the 
tunnel and the effecting of other changes in contempla- 
tion will make a through schedule of thirty-five hours 
an accomplished fact in practice as well as upon the 
time cards. I will write of the passage of the Andes—or 
the Cordillera as they are generally referred to in this 
- country—after I shall have made the journey on which 
I intend leaving Mendoza tomorrow with the last party 
to cross this season. 


This will probably be the only transcontinental line to | 
be completed in South America for many years, and it 
must always be the most direct and practicable one from |

In any case, the next 
line to be completed will be by way of Bolivia, as the 
road to Salta, in the northwestern extremity of Argen- 
tina, is now being graded over the summit of the Boliv- 
ian Andes to connect with a point on the new line being 
constructed into that country from Antofagasta, the great 
nitrate port of Chile. These lines, however, are designed | 
for the interchange of products along the way and be- 
tween the coast and the interior; nothing is expected in 
the way of terminal traffic. There is aleo a project for 
connecting a point on the Chilean coast a short distance | 
south of Concepcion with the Argentine province of Ne- 
quen by a road over a comparatively easy pase in the 
Cordillera, but the plan hag little to recommend it save 
engineering feasibility; there is no probability of its 
ever having any traffic of importance. 

“Able Railway Men. 

I have never found space to say all I would like to | 
about Argentine railroads and railroad men. I have 
seen considerable of both since I have been in South | 
America, and I would say that the most significant fact | 
in regard to the former is that the stock of all of the | 
prominent ones is above par, and of the latter that, | 
though without exception born in England, they remind | 
one more of American railroad men than British. I 
mean this as the highest compliment I can pay, for it Is 
my theory that the smartest class we have in the States 
ie that composed of our railroad men. To see a railway 
manager in England you have to cool your heels in a 
graduated succession of half a dozen ante-rooms, to 
finally reach him so smothered with red tape that you 
are sure to have forgotten the story you have to tell.

He wades and dives, working as hard 
as fisherman or clam digger, and he accepts the luck of 
the line philosophically, for we are told that, winter and 
summer, he sings happily—‘“a sweet, fluty melody.” 

Hawks and eagles soar to the height of 12,000 feet— 
from the viewpoint of the watching camper in the val- 
ley, black specks and dashes above some towering ridge. 
A pair of golden eagles for years made their nest near 
the Nevada Fall, upon a cliff opposite the Liberty Cap— 
themselves the children of unconquerable freedom and 
unclipt boldness of flight. 

Perhaps the most interesting of all the Yosemite birds 
is the Clarke crow—a foot long and almost two feet from 
wing tip to wing tip. His bill is so strong and sharp 
that it must Have been made to order—like the moun- 
taineer’s hobnailed shoes—so that he can dig into the 
pine cones for deep-laid seeds. His screaming voice. 
whieh he seems to admire greatly, can be heard for more 
than a mile. One naturalist has merrily described him 
as “a kind of composite bird,” for he hammers. dead 
limbs for insects, cracks nuts held between his toes, and 
steals like a magpie. 

A kleptomaniac attack once took possession of him just 
as a camper turned his back upon a forgotten cake of 
soap left on the shore of Cathedral Lake. His attention 
suddenly attracted, he caught Jim Crow in the very act 
of thieving, but from gross negligence failed to prosecute. 
Whether the unique bird used the soap for ablutions or 


as an ingredient of blackbird plechas not been recorded | 


in scientific annals. 

The sage cock, king of the grouse, holds his winter 
court under a sage bush, and if the mercury in his blood 
runs down to too low a point, muffles himself up in the 
‘warm snow, occasionally poking out his head to nip off a 
convenient leaf. A lover of extremes, in summer, he 
basks In the heat of the same sage plains, although now 
and then—for novelty or health’s sake, who shall say 


—by notches cut on his cabin on the north shore of Cres- 
cent Lake—a kill of forty-nine. 


Old David was even more famous. Early in the gold- 
fever days he camped on the north fork of the Merced 
River. When he needed provisions, he went out with a 
gun and a small dog called Sandy. Boldly, he followed 
bear tracks wherever they led, but when his prey was 
sighted, he always took plenty of time before making the 
attack, noting the wind, that his final position might be 
such that the bear could fot scent him, and also careful 
to have a tree convenient should the wounded animai 
show fight.

WEALTHY CAVE DWELLERS. 

The strange colonies of hermits who have taken up 
their abode in the neighborhood of Locarno, Ronco, and 
Orselina are increasing in numbers. . 

One group, which occupies the wooded plateau known 
as Monte Verita, is 125 strong, and counts in its mem- 
bers six German professors, three military officers, one 
of whom is married to a countess who also belongs to the 
sect, two doctors, and a priest.

They rise at dawn and go to sleep with the setting of 
the sun; they eat only fruit and vegetables and drink 
only water. In the summer they have daily sun baths, 
and in the winter snow baths.

In spite of our credentials, Shanghai was both- 
ered. Had we come properly chaperoned we would have 
been warmly welcomed; that is as warmly welcomed as 
her blasé emotions would allow her. 

After a week or so in the city, curiosity on the part of | 
some of the people became so great that we were in- 
vited out, in much the same sort of a way, as Coco, the 
baboon, was entertained in New York. We could be 
found anywhere from a Chinese “chow,” to a missionary | 
tea. Although we particularize always, we were not al- | 
ways particular. | 

Our money was steadily decreasing. Our original cap- | 
ital of $300 some months ago, looked at us from a slim 
purse containing but $50. The more we looked for some- | 
thing to do, the more Chance seemed to be playing with | 
us. Our clothes began to look as though we had been 
shipwrecked on a desert island. While that old saying: 
“Clothes do not make the man,” hardly applied to us, we 
took exception to that fact and decided that clothes do 
make the woman. So we determined that we would at 
least look prosperous, and let our feelings take care of 
themselves. We invested half our capital, $50 Mexican, 
in new suits, hats and boots. We were able to get rather 
swagger costumes un account of the extraordinarily low 
prices of the Chinese tailor. 

After that, Fate mocked us no more. The Astor 
House invited us to be its guests, newspapers asked us 
to write for them, and then “God's Good Man” appeared. 
We ran across him while seeking positions as tutors in 
Chinese families. We told him just what our situation 
was, how much money we had, and what we wanted to 
do. He listened with eager interest until we had fin- 
ished our story, and then exclaimed: 

“What, oh what, is crazier than an American girl[” 

“I don’t care what you think,” said my pal, “so long | 
as you are sympathetic.” 

“God's Good Man” was an American. He smiled as 
only an American can smile, and said: “You are all 
right, girls, and I think that I see a place for you where 
you can keep busy until the first of July.” Never was 
heard a song in heaven sweeter than his words. The 
terror which had approached us, after those first two 
weeks in Shanghai, turned and fled as though chased by 
Sikh policemen. 

Five weeks from that day we sent our luggage on 
board the Cores de Vries, tabbed Nanking, China. We 
were two nights and a day coming the 200 miles up the 
Yangtze River. About 4 o'clock on the morning of Feb- 
ruary 7, the “China boy” informed us that we were to 
leave the boat in fifteen minutes, The heavy fog made 
the darkness of the early morning more noticeable, and |

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We were expecting a good missionary friend to meet 
us at the landing. “No one had come,” the officer told 
us, and more than that, we were at Shaug-wan, not Nan- 
king. Nanking was five miles away. 

This looked like a new dilemma. We did not mind 
waiting until daylight to find our way out of it, but had 
no idea of where to put our traps in the meantime. We 
had been told that less than 100 foreigners lived in Nan- 
king, and concluded that it would be just about as easy 
to find one as another. Merely thinking was not solving 
the problem. Every second that long sweep of the oar 
brought us closer to land. We made up our minds that 


we would camp on the bank of the Yangtze until some 
word or direction had been sent to us. 


It was impossible to leave our luggage alone with the 
Chinese, for in half the time it takes to tell it, they 
would have our bicycles converted into flying machines, 
our typewriter into a fan, and our gun into a “sing- 
song” girl. 

The sampan gave one last glide, the Chinese began to 
scramble about us and over us, and we had reached 
shore. The customs officer saw our troubled faces, and 
offered to stay with us until we knew something more 
definite. But we assured him that we rather liked the 
experience of being lost among half a million Chinese, 
and refused to let him stay. 

Before we had time to” really enjoy our situation, a 
wild-looking coolie, with his queue hanging fantastically 
over one ear, approached us, waving a piece of paper in

My pal reached out after it, all eagerness. It was from 
Dr. Stuart, president of Nanking University, who had 
sent his carriage down to meet us.

SLAUGHTERED.

peared to be a leader, that one was shot down first of all. | 


The rest would stare at their fallen companion, and pres- 
ently, perhaps, one of them would grow rather uneasy 
and start to lead the others away. The still hunter 
would now drop this one promptly, and those remaining. 
deprived of a leader for the moment, would stop and 
stare in wonder at the latest victim. The plan was not 
to fire too rapidly, but to kill at once any animal which 
showed a disposition either to lead the rest away, or to 
so alarm them that they would gallop off out of range. 
One shot a minute was considered a moderate speed, 
though if things were happening quickly, any sort of a 
marksman could send bullets home at the rate of two a 
minute. Comparatively little skill. was required, since 
the rifles were very accurate, and were fired from a rest, 
ata huge mark usually stationary or nearly so. With 
such conditions, and with game unsuspicious almost to 
the point of stupidity, there is little wonder that thé 
slaughter was tremendous. With reasonable luck a man 
could kill from fifty to a hundred buffalo in an hour or 
two, and Col. Dodge once counted 112 carcasses of buffalo 
“Inside of a semi-circle of 200 yards radius, all of which 
were killed by one man from the same spot, and In less 
than three-quarters of an hour.” More than one ex-still 
hunter yet living boasts of having slaughtered 10,000 
buffaloes with his own hand. Is there any wonder that 
with armies of gunners in the field, the great herds went 
down like grass before the scythe? 

At first, the wastefulness of the hunters was appalling. 
Every one wanted to slaughter buffaloes, but few wished 
to do the drudgery incidental to skinning and curing. 
Even the few who did undertake this part of the work, 
knew little of the proper methods to employ. Conse- 
quently every hide e-nt to the market in 1871 represented 
four or five dead butialoes. During the next year, the 
condition of affairs was somewhat better, so that each 
hide which found a market in 1872 represented perhaps 
three or four dead buffaloes. In 1873, probably not much 
more than half the buffaloes killed were entirely wasted, 
but as this half represented more than 350,000 animals, 
the improvement was little to boast of. 


In 1874 the hunters for the first time began to realize 
that there was a limit to even the great southern buf- 
falo herd, and taking alarm at the constantly increasing 
scarcity of victims, gave a great deal more attention to 
utilizing those they were able to get. By this time the 
skinners had had more practice, and having fewer anl- 
mais to look after, were able to dq their work far bet- 
ter, and the buffaloes killed and wasted represented only 
about one-fifth of the number siain. But even much 
greater economy would have made little difference now; 
the end of the Southern herd was in sight. Thous- 
ands of square miles were strewn with putrefying car- 
casses, many of them With the hide on, and the still 
living buffaloes, in a few scattered bands, were fiying 
hither and thither, in vain attempts to avoid the gun- 
ners, who, more numerous than ever, swarmed over the 
blood-soaked range. The fiendish ingenuity used in 
the destruction of the wretched remnant was worthy 
of the pitiless cowards who practised it. They estab- 
lished a cordon of camps along the banks of the rivers 
around every water hole, so that the poor brutes could 
not get a drink without coming within range of the 
deadly rifles. Again and again the tortured beasts, with 
courage born of intolerable thirst, made desperate at- 
tempts to reach the water, only to be driven back and 
back again, leaving numbers of their dead behind. Even 
at night, with devilish persistency, these white-skinned 
savages lit fires and discharged their guns, so that thelr 
victims might not have even the respite usually afforded 
by darkness. Then, at last, the thirst-maddened crea- 
tures, with their parched tongues lolMng from their 
mouths, and indifferent to everything save their own 
awful suffering, braved the breech-loaders and fell be- 
fore the leaden hall, even as their muzzles touched the 
water. 

We are wont to speak of the brutality of the Spanish 
bullfight. Rubbish! Compared with the Southern buf- 
falo range in 1874, the Plaza de Toros in Madrid is the 
headquarters of a humane society.

THUMBPRINT SAFEGUARD FOR CHECKS.

BUFFALO SEEN BY CORTEZ. 


AN EARLY EXPLORER. 


{Hartford Times:] Although authorities differ on this 
subject, the buffalo was first seen by white men in Ana- 
huac, the Aztec capital of Mexico, in 1521, when Cortez 
and his men paid their first visit to the menageries of 
King Montezuma. Nine years later the anima! was first 
seen in a wild state in Southern Texas by a_ shipwrecked 
Spanish sailor, who had little to say about it beyond re- 
marking that he had eaten the flesh, which in his jude- 
ment was finer and sweeter than the meat to be had in 
Spain. 

The next explorer to penetrate the buffalo country was 
Coronado, who crossed Arizona and New Mexico and the 
southern part of the panhandle of Texas. In 1542 the 
expedition was crossing the plains which were described 
as being “as full of crooked-backed oxen as the moun- 
taine Serena of Spaine of sheepe.” It is from some of 
Coronado’s men that we get our first published descrip- 
tions of buffalo. One of these, that of Gomara, I will 
give here, not so much because it is remarkably accurate, 
particularly when we consider that it was written more 
than 260 years ago, by a.man who was not a trained nat- 
uralist. The only serious mistake he makes is the one 
concerning the tail of the animal, which is very short 
compared with that of the domestic ox, for example. 

“All the way the plaines are as full of crooked-backed 
oxen as the mountaine Serena in Spaine is of sheepe. 
These oxen are of the bigness and color of our bulls, but 
their horns are not so great. They have a great bunch 
upon their foreshoulders and more hair on their fore part . 
than on their hinder part, and it is like wool. 
They have as it were a horse mane upon their backbone 
and much hair and very long from the knees downe their 
foreheads, and it seemeth — that they have 
heardes, because of the great store of hair hanging 
downe their chinnes and tihroates. The males have very 
long tailes and great knobbe or flocke at the end, so that 
in some respect they resemble the lion, and in some 
other the camell. They push with their hornes, they 
runne, they overtake and kill an horse when in thelr 
rage and anger. Pinally, is a foule and fierce beast of 
countenance and forme of bodie. The horses fledde from 
them, either because of their deformed snape, or else ’ 
because they had never seene them. Their masters have 
no other substance; of them they eat, they drink, they 
apparel, they shoe themselves.” 

How many buffaloes there were at this time no one 
knows, and probably no one ever will know, but we know 
that there must have been many, many millions.

N New York City there is a man whose life is a dis- 
tinct coMmentary on the social conditions of our day.

TYPEWRITER TALK. 5 

“Sholes—C. Lathab Sholes—is the man to whom we 
owe the typewriter of today,” said an inventor. “He 
has been dead now over fifteen years. 

“The history of the typewriter is interesting. The 
first patented machine was Henry Mills’s. It was as big 
as a bureau, and made no popular appeal. This was in 
Engiand in 1714. 

“The first type-bar machine was made in America. 
Its inventor was A. H. Beach. The patent was taken 
out in 1856. 

“The Beach typewriter was not practical. The first 
practical typewriter was invented by Latham Sholes in 
1867. Sholes had for partners 8. W. Soule and Carlos 
Glidden, but these two men became discouraged, and 
dropped out. 

“It wasn’t till some years later that Sholes got his ma- 
chine ready for the market. Then he took it to a big 
firm of gunmakers, the Remingtons, and it at once began 
to. sell on a large scale. 

“The Remington name was a famous one for guns, but 
it ig more famous now for writing machines, and thus 
we have another proof of the truth of the old proverb 
about the typewriter (which is the modern pen) being 
mightier than the gun (our modern sword). 

“Sholes remained in the employ of the Remingtons up 
to the time of his death.” .

Flower gardens should suggest seclusion. To do this, | 
it must be more or less hidden from view, and not ® 
conspicuous feature of the grounds.

Giadioli are not particular as to soil, thriving fairly 
well in any and they are just as cosmopolitan regarding 
climate. in general they seem to thrive best in light, 
friable, sandy loam, though in such a soil frequent cul- 
tivation and irrigation will ensure success. The incor- 
-poration of well-rotted stable manure and wood ashes 
will go far toward making a strong growth with 
flowers of good size and texture. The application of a 
fertilizer strong in nitrogen caused the writer’s gladioll 
to ryn up to six feet in height this year, making heavy 
staking necessary, and produced a too succulent growth 
quite lacking in firmness. A lot planted two weeks later, 
with vegetable ashes only applied have produced a fine 
dark green growth, very sturdy in habit and less than 
* half as tall as the first lot. Plant your bulbs early as 
possible for the main crop, dnd for later plantings 
cRoose each time those most started into new growth. 
Best results are obtained by planting a month before the 
shoots will start and put bulbs four inches deep in soil. 
Copious waterings at regular intervals are necessary. 


Gather Native Seeds. 


It is probable that Southern California (perhaps the 
whole State.) never had a better season than the pres- 
ent for the collection of our native plants and their 
seeds. Abundant rains, coming at opportune times, have 
accomplished wonders with our wild flowers, especially 
among herbaceous plants. Just now, and for weeks to 
come, one may be able to collect seeds of many plants. 
Why not have several of our more showy native flowers 
close at hand and note the improvement, In size and 
number or flowers, which comes with cultivation? As an 
instance of what can be accomplished, our giant sun- 
flowers of the garden are the same as the wild one 
which infests fields and roadsides. Cultivation and se- 
lection made the change. Our gorgeous chrysanthe- 
mums all came from a little single yellow flower about. 
the size of a Nickel. Many of our native flowers are 
eapable of great improvement under but little better con- 
ditions than they .have on their native heath.

. EVESIGHT AND BALLOONING. 

I had a conversation this, morning with Dr. Robert 
Daulnoy, the Paris eye specialist, on the subject of his 
recent experiments on the human eye while in a balloon 
at an altitude of 6000 feet. 

“My first observation,” he said, “was the increased 
acuteness of vision at a high altitude. At a height of 
6000 feet I flung a bottle overboard into a lake below. 
Not only were the two other persons in the balloon able 
to follow the descent of the bottle toward the earth, but 
were even able to see the neck of the bottle as it dis- 
appeared beneath the water. Another observation made 
was that at a high altitude there was a considerable 
diminution of the pressure on the organs of vision. The 
} pupils seemed to distend and the sensibility of the optic 
nérve was considerably increased. 


the treatment of certain diseases of the eye if the treat- 
ment be carried out at a very high altitude. At present 
there are three diseases against which medical science 
is practically powerless. These are known as glaucoma 
and choroiditis, and the unfastening or loosening of the 
retina. In the treatment of choroiditis we apply certain 
drops on the eye, and I cannot help thinking that if we 
applied these drops at a great altitude while the pa- 
tient’s eyes were subject to the conditions that I ob- 
served the effect would be astonishing. I foresee, there- 
fore, a wide field for experiments which may lead to 


results."—-[Paris Correspondence London 
MOST DEGRADED OF INDIANS. 


The last man on the Santa Barbara Islands was de- 
ported in 1863. Our knowledge of these extinct Indians 
off the California coast is derived from the accounts of 
the early voyagers, from the missionaries who subse- 
quently settled on the islands, and from the remains in 
their refuse heaps and the skulls and skeletons which 
have from time to time been collected. 

Some of the islands probably at one time haé a popu- 
lation approaching 1000 each, but in 1823 only about 900 
were left on Santa Barbara and the neighboring islets; 
and by 1575 all had disappeared. Although they manu- 
factured a certain number of domestic utensils, these 
Santa Barbara Indians are described by the missiona- 
ries as the most degraded of all human beings, with a 
morality lower than that of animals. Insects, especially 
grasshoppers, formed a portion of their food, also prob- 
ably the larger varieties of earthworms.—([Chicago Trib- 
une,

The ceremony is an annua! one, inspired by a belief in 
the powers of the bones of St. Willibrord of Echternach, 
the healer. 

To be cured the pilgrims must dance a distance of a 
mile and a quarter. The dance is a kind of irregular 
march, in the course of which each person, to the accom- 
paniment of music, makes three steps in a forward and 
two in a backward direction, thus making in all a series 
of five steps in order to advance a single one. 

Echternach, a quiet little village at the extremity of 
the Grand Duchy on the River Sour, and close to the 
German frontier, was formerly the first religious center 
of ancient Germany. A certain Bishop Willibrord, ab- 
bot of Echternach, had a mervellous influence over the 
inhabitants of this village, and after his death, toward 
the end of the eighth-century, the aid of his spirit was 
invoked b¢ those suffering from epileptic diseases, 

Particular interest has been manifested in the proces- 
sion this year owing to the transfer of the bones of Saint 
Willibrord from the old parish church to the Basilica 
where his tomb was formerly to be found in the year 
1794. This operation was effected yesterday in the pres- 
ence of many notable bishops, among whom were the 
Bishop of Utrecht, the Bishop of Treves, the Bishop of 
La Crosse (America), the Bishop of Dacca, India, and 
many others. 

At eight o’clock in the morning, on German territory, 
just beyond the bridge crossing the Sour, the procession 
begins. The pilgrims approach in rows of five, in rank 
and file formation, some hand in hand, others holding 
their neighbour’s handkerchief. Among them are hun- 
dreds of children, peasants, and poor and aged men and 
women. The whole aspect of the procession resembles a 
waving cornfield as the pilgrims execute their curious 
dance. 


It is a frightful spectacle as these wrecks of humanity, 
this quivering, shaking mass of epileptics, approaches. 
In their agony they cast their eyes heavenwards, !m- 
ploring the Almighty to have compassion on them, to re- 
lieve them from their distress. Before me is an old 
woman of eighty. The poor creature is shaking from 
head to foot. Already her brow is covered with sweat, 
though the trying pilgrimage has only just begun. 
crowd of laughing boys has just gone by. They seem to 
be enjoying themselves, as with agile limbs they spring 
backward and forward. They are the “substitutes” for 
those who have come to Echternach as pilgrims, but who 
at the last moment have refused to join the jumping 
throng. < 

The spectators who line the streets do not laugh—the 
sight is too hideous. But from time to time, ten, a bun- 
dred, a thousand of these motionless onlookers, carried 
away by the eight they witness, join the procession and 
begin to dance. The whole street, the very houses, seem 
in motion. 

Some of the afflicted stagger, some fall to the ground 
only to rise again and falter onward. I understand the 
peasant who said to me this morning: “They say epi- 
lepsy is cured here, but I have seen some leave Echter- 
nach much worse thkan they came. I must turn my 
head away or J shall myself join in the universal folly.” 

I am thankful to gay that there are fewer invalids than 
usual] this year. In fact, the proceedings are encouraged 
only by financially interested persons. The Bishop of 
Echternach alone must have gained £500 and the church 
thousands from the money thrown before the altar by the 
poor peasants. 


“ CIRCUS TO TEACH THE ARMY. 

The United States government has detailed two army 
officers to travel for a month with one of the largest cir- 
cuses in the country. It is not an infrequent occurrence 
for officers to be detailed to schools and colleges, in order 
to give instruction in military tactics. This time the ob- 
ject is not to teach, but to learn. Rustics and city 
dwellers alike have marveled at the seeming ease with 
which the transportation and maintenance of a great 
circus is managed.

F LATE years the poultry papers have contained 
0 much discussion on the relative values of dry and 
wet feeding, or possibly it would be more definite to 
say grain rations versus mashes or partly cooked or 
steamed foods. This agitation has stimulated investi- 
gation along lines calculated to show economic and 
better ways of feeding to attain specific results—con- 
siderations which go beyond the mere first cost of 
foods, because the final solution will show the ration 
which gives the largest cash retura in the final mar- 
keting of product, in the way of good table specimens 
or a finely flavored egg of good size and “standing’ 
quality. The advocates of dry feeding contend that it 
is the natura! food of bird life—that wholesome seeds 
and grains, coupled with an allowance of gnimal food 
(supplied in a state of nature by insects ‘and smal) 
mammalaria) form a ration calculated to produce a 
robust growth and development. To the contrary, so 


they argue, wet or mash foods have a tendency to en- | 


gender bowel and kindred troubles among the grow- | 
ing youngsters which result in an ever-vexatious and 
unprofitable mortality. Indeed, some of the leading 
breeders hereabouts consider whole grafn better than | 
the cracked or ground, and use very little bran or) 
ground feed except as a vehicle to carry the meat and 
blood meal, say for one or two meals during the week. 
However, the method usually adopted in dry feeding 
is to place the mixed seeds and grains in troughs or | 
hoppers, which should be kept before the hens all the | 
time and continually supplied.

<eports that the number of hens lost during a whole 
winter season was less than under the wet or cooked 
food system of feeding. This, in the estimation of the 
authorities, is ascribed to the fact that the fowl did 
not overfeed at any time. The experiment also aug- 
mented the number of eggs laid. The average yielaé 
of hen fruit during last March for the entire flock of 
550 fowl was 20.4 eggs per hen—surely a_ splendid 
showing; while the whole number produced from No- 
vember to April, inclusive, was 42,126, or an average 
of 76 per hen. 


In this same connection, A. F. Hunter, a noted 
commercial breeder of Barred Rocks and an authority 
on poultry culture generally, in the growing of severa) 
thousand birds yearly reports practically no loss from 
bowel troubles under the dry ration. He feeds for the 
first weeks a prepared chick food (which is now a reg- 
ular item with all poultry supply houses;) after the 
first weeks, as the birds develop, he adds cracked 
corn, and at the expiration of four or five weeks a 
pinch of beef scraps.

As has been indicated on more than one occasion 
in this department, the writer is not an ardent advo- 
cate of new breeds of poultry, taking the position that 


| @ multiplicity of breeds can only lead in its last anal- 
ysis to endless confusion. There are, however, three 


groups of standard fowl! that are new in a sense and 
yet have shown wearing qualities both on grounds of 
beauty as well as of utility that cannot be ignored. 
That they possess qualifications beyond the ordinary 
is best attested in their growing popularity wherever 
they have gained a foothold. We refer to the English 
Orpington and to the American Wyandotte and Rhode 
Island Reds. Of the first there are four varieties, the 
Blacks, Buffs, Whites and Jubilees. Of these the Buffs 
have first claim hereabouts, though the Blacks are so 
popular as to almost overcome the prejudice against 
black birds. Of all the breeds of that color, they com- 
mend themselves first to the writer’s sense of beauty 
of form and even color of plumage. The Wyandottes 
have long been popular, especially the Silvers ana 
Whites; the Blacks, Buff and Golden have their follow- 
ing but are far less in evidence. The ridge Wy- 
andotte and the Silver Penciled are later introductions 
which have come to stay, while the Columbians, the 
latest to be admitted to the Standards, also have a 
strong following. In type and economic points the 
Wyandottes are much alike, but in color of plumage 
there is a wide divergence. It is indeed singular to 
note the strong hold the Partridge, Silver Penciled 
and Columbian Wyandottes have secured in England, 
At the big shows over there this American breed in- 
variably constitutes one of the leading classes. The 
Rhode Island Reds, since their admission to the Stand- 
ard, may also be considered a fixture. Their advocates 
lay much stress on their advantages as a table fowl: 
yellow skin and shanks, plump bodies and medium size 
are certainly conditions appealing to the American de- 
mand. The evolution of all these breeds from a state 
of rank imperfection until they breed true to type 
and reasonably so to color of plumage certainly in- 
sures their staying qualities as firmly as that of the 
Rocks and Leghorns. All these breeds are represented 
in goodly numbers in this State and will form strik- 
ingly individual features of the coming shows that are 
scheduled for this winter.

Free Alcohol Factory. 


LREADY the passage of the denaturized alcohol bill 
A is bearing fruit in the establishment of plants for 

turning farm products into alcoho! for mechanical 
uses. Before the President had signed the bill, work 
wes under way near Agnews, in this State, upon build- 
ings for the manufacture of alcohol. A large new still 
is being brought from France, which, when installed, | 
will give a capacity of 10,000 gallons a day in connection | 
with the machinery already in use. Such enterprises as 
this will be found all over the country within a short 
‘ime, and many of them will be of great benefit to the 
farmers. The American Fruit Products Company of New 
York is increasing its capital {romi®$2,000,000 to $5,000,000, 
to engage in the manufacture of denaturized aleohol, 


Potash Rock. 


CORRESPONDENT living in the eastern portion of 
Los Angeles county writes that he has discovered 
what he believes to be a valuable deposit of feldspar, 
from which could be derived an available potash in pay- 
ing quantities. There is no doubt of the abundance of 
this element in the deposit, but he has been advised to 
have the rock carefully analyzed. There may be a high 
percentage of potash in feldspar and yet of a quality not 
to be made available for immediate use, though it would 
finally become assimilated and become a fertilizer. Some 
of the best potash rock in this country contain as high 
as 15 per cent. of potash, but only that in such form as 
kainite is sufficiently decomposable for immediate serv- 
ice when ground finely and applied without further treat- 
ment to the soil. Then the value of our foothill. potash 
rock depends upon the percentage of the element that 
may become available within a reasonable time after 
application. The soil itself is woefully deficient of pote 
ash in many cases, 2 per cent. being about the average. 
An’ aere on this basis should contain about thirty-five | 
tons of this fertilizer. It is a good thing in the main 
‘that potash is but slowly available in its natural state 
in the soll. If say fifty pounds of it is used each year, 
which is a fair estimate, the land would hold its potash 
for hundreds of years sufficiently to give the crops a por- 
tion of this essential element. The question of apply- 
ing potash by pulverizing the ordinary deposits and put- 
ting it upon the land is a very important one, but there 
is little evidence that its application would give an addi- 
tion any more available than the natural deposits that 
have been subjected to the acidulation in process all the 
time from the weathering out of the common rock of the 
mountains. 


Peculiarities of Scutellista. 


¥ HEREWITH present some new iteas concerning the 

work of the scutellista which were received in a letter 
from Mr. Youngstrom, of the San Fernando Valley. He 
finds that the parasite is doing good work generally in 
the non-irrigated orchards of that district. The flies 
prefer the scale on smaller vegetation to those on the 
trees, and orange orchards surrounded by land wet 
enough to support certain weeds that carry black scaie 
ere abandoned by the flies for the more agreeable breed- 
ing grounds in the weed patches. Mr.. Youngstrom ac- 
counts for this peculiarity because of the warm ground 
that gives the flies a chance to work earlier in the sea- 
son, and before the growth on the trees offers the 
wermth necessary for the spring hatch. This, he thinks, 
leaves the trees unprotected from the scale at the most 
critical time in the generation of the parasite. If, as the 
writer suggests, there is a difference in the time of de- 
velopment of the scale upon the trees and the weeds, 
that is favorable for the general establishment of the 
parasite. In the upper valleys the trouble has been to 
get the black scale in broken generations, so the fly could 


do put some of nature's best samples on top and hide her 
more moderate productions below? We do not buy ber- 
ries by samples, anyway. I believe in regard to the cit- 
rus trade that the fact that there is no erence what- 
ever in the fruit of a box from center to surface has 
done much to popularize the California orange and | 
lemon. 

Elderberry Shade Trees. | 


NE of my acquaintances is planting the California 
elder upon his ranch near Hemet, believing it to be 
one of the most beautiful and successful of our native | 
arborescents. Just without the city of Los Angeles are 
to be found scores .of this plant, some of which are | 
about as fine specimens of ornamental! plants as can be 
found of native growth. This shrub, or tree reaches 
the height of 25 feet in the best situations, but it must 
be trained to a single stem or trunk, or haturally grow 
that way, to become ideal! in its form and utility. It is | 
known as Sambucus giaca, the latter name from the | 
whitened appearance of the fruit. The gentleman says | 
he has found this elder to be highly resistant to drought | 
when left standing in a brush clearing, and he says with 
a little water supplied every year he can grow it to per | 
fection upon his ranch. The beauty of this tree is not 
only in its form and foliage. It is now in full bloom, and 
they do say the fruit makes splendid pies, but of that I 
am a little doubtful. At least, it should be left alone 
when ‘blackberries are so cheap and plentiful. They 
make pies of one species of the nightshade in Dakota, 
and I have seen string-bean pies in Egypt. However, 
you suburbanites who are clearing up your lot fora 
home, look out for a few nice elderberry plants, and let 
them grow into about the most beautiful plant in the 
whole list of native flora.

Selling by Samples. 


T last it has been legally determined that farmers,

Judge Sulzberger, of 
Philadelphia in a suit over the rejection of 10,000 cases 
of tomatoes, said in his charge to the jury that, “in de- 
livering manufactured articles, like rifles or other com- 
modities manufactured in molds, an exact duplicate of 
the sample should be delivered, but in dealing with the 
products of nature, you have to make allowance for cli- 
matic conditions and variations of season, and an exact 
duplicate of sample should not be expected, as nature 
never makes two things identically the same,” Those 
who purchase apples by the barrel or potatoes by the 
sack, especially if the products are packed by Eastern 
growers, have remarked that nature never makes the 
products identically the same throughout the package.

Topping Orange Trees. 


LATE visit to the Titus ranch, just east of the 
A av. shows a marked improvement in the appear- 
ance of the trees from cutting back the tops of an 
old seedling grove. There is no questioning the fact 
that this treatment lent vigor and possibly vitality to 
these trees. They have borne better crops for a year or 
two and seemed to have gained their original condition 
to a certain degree. This evidence is of importance tg 
growers of Valencias and possibly of navels inclined to 
grow too tall for convenience in picking and disinfect- 
ing of insect pests. The process of topping back large 
trees in good but rather shallow soils should be ad- 
vantageous if it modify the root system of the trees 
sufficiently to make the roots feed above the white sand 
or boulders that may form the deeper subsoils. As the 
orchards get older their decrepit condition where it 
occurs may not be altogether chargeable to the exhaus- 
tion of the surface soil. The tap roots of tall-growing 
trees may have penetrated the sand during a series of 
wet years or of heavy irrigation, and then fail or pos- 
sibly die from the lack of subsequent watering, to the 
detriment of the entire tree. Possibly this deep pene- 
tration of roots can be arrested by topping back the 
tree and thus keep the roots feeding in soil that has 
always the moisture and strength to keep them healthy. 
At any rate the Valencias are even now getting beyond 
the reach of the fumigating tent and will soon have to

Canning Tomatoes. 


F these suggestions made by the Department of Agri- | 

eulture have been published generally they will bear | 
repetition at the beginning of the canning season: 

In canning tomatoes the first step is to scald the fruit | 
just sufficient to loosen the skin so that it can be slipped | 
cff. To do this, we use a large iron kettle, commonly | 
called a “wash pot.” The tomatoes are placed in a. 
cheap tin vessel, holding about one-third of a bushel, | 
that has been punched full of small holes and dipped | 
into the boiling water and allowed to remain about one— 
minute or until the skin will slip readily. The fruit is 
then peeled, sliced and filled directly into the empty cans. | 
The cans must be well filled for good results. This fin- | 
ishes the first step. The filled cans are then passed to 
the second stage of the operation: The tops of the cans 
wiped dry with a clean cloth, the cap placed on and sol- | 
dered around the rim, the small hole or vent in the 
center of the.cap being left open. Then we are ready for | 


the third step, >that of exhausting—expelling the air out 
of the cans. This is accomplished by submerging the 
eans in the boiling water (in the boiler) about two- 
thirds of their: length. They are held there until they 
come to a boil, or, for tomatoes, ten minutes. They are

Prize Vegetable Growing. 


HE late revelations of gross abuses in the meat-pack- 
ing business add to the, fmportance of vegetable 
growing, and the history of this occupation in Cali- 
fornia for the last few years shows that this State can- 
not be excelled in quantity of yield or quality of prod- 
ucts. In mentioning a few awards that have been given 
the people of California in contests open to the whole 
country I give nothing but the official figures of the 
awards. The largest prize given for a single vegetable 
was awarded to J. V. N. Young of Arroyo Grande, be- 
ing $250 for the heaviest head of cabbage. The weight 
is not given. E. L4@tham of the same valley won the 
prize offered by another seed firm for the largest cab- 
bage grown from that firm’s seed. It weighed eighty- 
one pounds. He also won second prize with another 
head of seventy-seven pounds. A few years ago Ran- 
dolph Byers of Arroyo Grande was awarded the $250 
prize offered by a Philadelphia seedsman for the heav- 
fest yield of onions grown from one -acre, producing 
66,905 pounds of onions. Later, James Moses of West- 
minster won the single onion prize offered by the same 
seedsman. Mr. Moss secured the onion prize from an- 
other seed firm, showing what the peatlands of Orange 
county can do with onions. These two specimens 
weighed 4 pounds 13 ounces and 5 pounds 7 ounces, re- 
spectively. He also produced 81,384 pounds of onions 
from one ounce of seed and received the $100 prize upon 
this showing. 


For watermelons El Monte is officially in the lead, 
one grown by John A. McGirk tipping the beam at 
131 pounds, for which he received the $100 prize for 
that year. The prize stock beet of the last decade was 
@ monster of 91 pounds, grown by Forest Roberts of 
Arroyo Grande, while Orange county came in second 
with one weighing 39 pounds. Large money prizes

Spraying Potatoes. 

HE season for spraying potatoes is here. The Bor- 

deaux mixture has been found very effective where 
used for blight, rot and the flea beetle; with Paris green 
added for the Colorado beetle, it is also destroyed. 

The mixture is made by using six pounds of copper su!- 
phate along with fifty gallons of water. To this is added 
four pounds good stone y which neutralizes the acid 
of the sulphate. The mizkxture with Paris green added 
has given better results than any other used. The num- 
ber of the sprayings of course varies, but usually not 
fewer than three are made, and generally a considerably 
larger number. With a suitable equipment, fifteen acres 
may be sprayed in a day. %

this question with much care. Many codperative experi- 
ments have also been conducted. In fourteen of these it 
is stated that the average increase in yield due to spray- | 
ing was 62% bushels per acre. These experiments em- 
braced 180 acres. The net profit per acre was estimated 
at $24.86. This of course is the profit after the cost of 
spraying, practically $5 per acre, was deducted. In addi- 
tion to increasing the yield, it is claimed that the qual- 
ity of the potatoes is also improved in the sense that 
they are more mealy and contain a higher per cent. of 
starch. These claims are doubtless true, for whatever 
tends to imcrease and perfect natural growth also im- 
proves the quality of potatoes.—[Orange Judd Farmer.

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Care of the Body—Suggestions for Preserving Health. 
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PRACTICAL HYGIENE. 
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Medicinal Foods—By Otto Carque—til. 
S a rule, foods and reformers adopt the old theory 
that the body needs dally so much protein, so much 
fat, and so much carbohydrates, while very little 
attention is paid to the mincral elements, although 
they are the most essential constituents of our food, 
indispensable for the formation of healthy blood and 
tissues. 

Protein, fat and carbohydrates (starch, sugar) are 
principally composed of the gasoous elements, viz., 
oxygen, hydrogen, carbon and nitrogen, while the body 
of man requires for its growth and perpetuation fifteen 
elements. Besides the above montioned, we need pot- 
assium, sodium, calcium, <:agnesium, iron, phosphorus, 
sulphur, silicon, chiorine, Guorine and manzanc->, all 
of which are important in the porformance of the various 
physiological functions of the organism, These elements 
exist in the animal organic in combination with oxygen 
ae oxides, generally called cell calts, being distinct in 
their atomic structure from the inorganic salts as they 
are found in the soil. “wo important facts must 
be emphasized here. First, the material manifestations 
of life depend on magnetic and electro-magnetic salts, 
vitalized in the plants by the rays of tho cun—no in- 
organic mineral can enter into the composition of the 
living tissues of the anim]. Second, the cells of the 
body cclect the best of what they require from the cell 
salts of lymph and blood, the attraction between the 
latter and former being a magnetic influence, under vital 
electrical control. 


The sun is the great and ultimate source of all power, 
from which plants directly and animals indirectly, de- 
rive their growth and propagation. By means of solar 
light and electricity the. elements of air, water and 


earth are combined into the organic substances of tho | 
vegetable kingdom which js the storehouse of all nutrition. | 


Plants are accumulated sunshine. They practically store 
up-the electrical and chemical energy transmitted by 
the rays of the sun, and if we consume these plants or 
their fruits, this energy is transferred to our system 
where the complicated organic substances, having served 
their purpose of sustaining vitality are again broken 
down into the waste products of animal life (carbonic 
acid, urea, uric acid, etc.) 


To take an extreme case, how can a chemist imitato 
an apple? No amount of analysis agd. subsequent syn- 
thesis will enable him to do so, for though he should 
succeed in reproducing the elements in their due pro- 
portions, and even some of their chemical combinations, 
still there is a bloom of life about the fruit that would 
defy his efforts The products of the soil in their nat- 
ural state, properly prepared and combined, are there- 
fore most conducive to the proper performance of the 
life processes. But the world is still full of drugs and 
patent medicines, because there is big money fn making 
and selling them, while there is very smal! remunera- 
tion for teaching common sense and practical hygiene. 

The chemical and physiclogical functions of the or- 
ganic salts should be the most important study for 
every food reformer. The phosphates are an,important 
constituent of All the tissues, particularly bone, brain 
and nerve. It is probable that the chemical changes 
which produce the nerve power—the electric force—are 
stimulated and strengthened by foods rich in phosphates. 
Potessium is in some way concerned in the generation 
of electric force. It is an important cell salt, and the 
vital functions of the cells are largely due to the pres- 
ence of this element. Sulphur enters into the compo- 
sition of albumen, gelatin, etc., in all the tissues. It 
is one of the elements that increase our natural resist- 
ing power against injurious influences. Calcium, which 
builds up our skeleton, stands for strength and endur- 
ance in the animal organism. It makes up nearly 50 
per cent, of the mineral matter of our body. Magnesium 
phosphate or sulphate is a cell builder, particularly of 
the nervous system. It is also concerned in the reduc- 
tion of foreign matter and waste. 

Then there are three elements, tron, sodium and chlo- 
rine contained in the blood in a much larger proportion 
than the wear and tear of the different organs would 
demand. The accumulation of these elements in the 
blood must therefore have a special purpose which I will 
shortly explain. Besides renewing the tissues, the blood 
has to provide the necessary oxygen for the process of 
combustion that is constanuy going on in the system. 
Without combustion or oxidation, heat and electricity 
which have been stored up in our foods by the sun, can- 
not be set free again. It is the iron contained in the 
red blood corpuscles which has to perform the very im- 
portant function of taking up oxygen in the lungs and 
earrying it to all parts and tissues of the body, espe- 
cially to effect the combusion of the phosphatic nerve 
fat (lecithin) where the finest capillaries and nerve 
points unite. The carbonic acid which is constantly 
generated in large quantities throughout the system 
combines with the sodium of the blood and is excreted 
through the lungs. A lack of this element in our food 
and consequently in our blood increases the acidity of 
the latter, and gives rise to various digestive troubles, 
eventually leading to .hronic dyspesia, diabetes, mellitus, 
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rheumatism, gout, etc. Fruits and vegetables especially 
rich in sodium are apples, strawberries, gooseberries, 


prunes, peaches, spinach, parsley, carrots, radishes and | 


cabbage. Among the cereals, unpolished rice and barley, 


and among nuts the chestnuts have the highest per-— 
centage of sodium, while it is deficient in most of the 


legumes. 


The absorption of oxygen and the discharge of car- | 


bonic acid, which is connected with the action of+«the 


lungs and heart, necessarily implies a constant motion 


—the circulation of the blood, which gives the iron 
contained in it a magnetic power. This magnetism 
generated in the iron of the blood again causes in the 
fine nerve fibers which help to form the walls of the 
capillaries an electric current which maintains the 
electric activity of the nerves and finally effects the 
combination of the oxygen in the blood with the nerve 


substance, as well as with all the tissues of the body. 


For the conduct of this current, which is generated in 
the nerve spirals, a salty liqyid is necessary, as is shown 
by the construction of electric batteries. The blood 
serum contains for this purpose a comparatively large 
quantity of sodium chloride, which favors and sustains 
the generation and conduction of electric currents. So- 
dium and chlorine play also an important part in the 
formation of the saliva, gastric and pancreatic juices 
and bile. The sodium in the blood further serves to 
make the calcium oxide contained in our food more 
soluble and keeping it in a liquid state for perfect as- 
similation. Calcium, if not kept liquid by sodium, soon 
deposits in the system, obstructing the capillaries, 
causing gall and bladder stones, paralysis, etc. The 
aim of nature by the polar accumulations of iron, so- 
dium and chlorine. in the blood becomes obvious. The 
blood serves not only for the building up of bones and 
tissues, but also for the absorption of oxygen and in 
that connection for the creation of energy, heat, mag- 
netism and electricity. Furthermore, for the purifica- 
tion of the system from waste matter. 

The relation of phesphorus and sulphur in our foods 
is also worthy of careful attention. Normal blood #e- 
rum shows twice as much sulphuric acid salts as phos- 


phoric acid salts, while the usual foods, such as meat, | 
In 


wheat and milk show a proportion of about 1.70. 
{fruits and vegetables the proportion is far better for the 
formation of normal, healthy blood. The phosphates of 
the food combine with their carbohydrates to carbonic 
acid and hydro-phosphates which by means of oxygen 
are easily combustible in our body. 

Phosphorus means light bearer. Lecithin the fatty 
substance of brain and nerves, is a chemical combina- 
tion of fat and ammonium phosphate. It is the essential 
and indispensable basis of the more intelligent animal 
life. The greater the purity in which this basis occurs, 
the higher the intelligence of the animal, even in the 
smallest space. The superior acuteness of senses dis- 
played, for instance, by bees and ants is due to this fact. 
Although the proportion of phosphates and sulphates in 
the blood is 1.2, it \s in the body at large 20.1. The 
polar separation between sulphur and phosphorus, the 
accumulation of sulphur in the blood of phosphorus in 
the nerves, brain and muscular tissues is explained 
by the contrary relations of these elements. On the 
principle of contrariety rest all vital processes in nature. 
Contrariety of the various elements which, in the last 
instance, is founded on the different degrees of conden- 
sation of the cosmic principle or ether, creates an 
ever-active motion, sustaining vital force. 

Sulphur keeps the balance against phosphorus. The 
irregular behavior of the phosphatic nerve substance is 
kept in bounds by the due amount of sulphur which 
the blood contains. Nervous irratibility may be conse- 
quently cured by supplying sulphur to the lymph and 
blood, which is best effected by a dict of certain fresh 
fruits and vegetables. 

Not only nervousness but many other s)mptoms also 
enable us to understand the factors which are really at 
work here. Many subjects appear completely incom- 
prehensible when considered by themselves, but when 
brought into comparison with others they all cain clear- 
ness and comprehensiveness. By this method of view- 
ing diseased conditions which are apparently distinct 
from a common point of view, pathology and thera- 
peutics become simplified to an astonishing degree. 


We have a complete cycle of pathological conditions 


which, according to the teaching hitherto prevalent, 
were regarded as totally heterogeneous and disconnected, 
as for instance obesity, leanness, nervousness, asthma, 
cancer, rheumatism, etc., but which are merely different 
symptoms of the real cause of disease—an insufficient 


number of red blood corpuscles, due to an inadequate- 


supply of iron, sodium, sulphur and calcium, the result 
of unnatural and imperfect nutrition. . 

It remains to be mentioned that the chemical com- 
position of the soil is a most important factor for the 
production of healthy and sound vegetables, fruits and 
cereals. What has been said in regard to the human 
body holds equally here in plants and trees. These 
often suffer from want of the proper minerals in the 
soll, a circumstance that has led to poor crops and dis- 
eased conditions. Vegetables and fruits grown on a 
soil treated largely with stable manure may look larger, 
on account of the oversupply of ammoniacal compounds, 
which have the tendency to draw water, but they are 
deficient in the important minerals that give firmity 
and consistency to the tissues and. prevent them from 
rapid decay. For years mankind has accepted the idea 
that fertilizing must be done, in :plain English, with 
filth—animal, bird or human excrement, rotten bones,

foo Rag who have been living in Los Angeles 
twenty years or more, can remember no two sum- 
mers like that of 1905. and that of 1906, up to date, 
during which we have had so many cloudy mornings. 
In fact, sunny mornings have been the exception, 
whereas they were previously the rule. This is also 
true, more or less, of the surrounding country, for a 
considerable distance around the metropolis. That this 
i¢ not merely imaginary, is shown by the fact that the 
instruments of the local weather bureau, which are like 
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George Washington, in that they cannot tella lie, have 
registered the fact that the percentage of sunshine last 
summer was considerably below the average. There is 
little doubt, in the mind of-the editor, that this change 
is due to the reappearance on the Colorado Desert of 
the Salton sea, or rather lake. It' is true that the of- 
ficials of the weather bureau pooh-pooh this idea, but 
these worthy people, like members of some other profes- 
sions, are apt to decry any suggestion from a mere 
“layman,” of something that is not writ down in the 
books. 

Is it not quite reasonable to suppose that the presence, 
in one of the most arid and superheated regions of the 
United States, where the thermometer is over the hun- 
dred mark most of the daytime in summer, of a body 
of water over fifty miles long, and over fifty feet deep, 
with a total area of nearly 400 miles, or ten times the 
area of Los Angeles city, must inevitably exert some 
} modifying effect upon the climate of the surrounding 
region? What becomes of the immense amount of mois- 
ture that is soaked up by the sun from this great ex- 
panse of water? | 
Further support of the theory of climatic modification, 
through the influence of the lake, is furnished by a state- 
ment from the desert that the winters are much milder, 
and the summers much cooler, since it appeared. In 
Riverside, also, a considerable modification of climate 
has been noticed. ; 

It is hoped that the inrush of the Colorado River may 
be checked, within a few months, It is sincerely to be 
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wished that this may be done, for the sake of the indus- 


trious settlers, whose property—where it has not been 


ruined—is threatened. Supposing, however,’ the lake 
should continue to grow, and become a permanent “in- | 
stitution,” as it was centuries ago, the old beach lines 
being plainly apparent, it becomes an interesting and | 
important question: What permanent effect would such 
a body of water exert upon the climate of Southern 
California—or, at least, upon a considerable portion of 
Southern California? In the first place, we should prob- 
ably have less sunshine. Secondly, there would be more 
humidity, and thirdly, we might possibly have more 
showers during the summer months. 

And what would be the probable effect, from a hy- 
gienic point of view?
